Jaworski Asks High Court 
For Ruling On Evidence 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Wa­ 
tergate Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaw o rsk i has asked the Su­ 
prem e Court to rule whether 
President Nixon has the consti­ 
tutional 
right 
to 
withhold 
evidence from the W atergate 
cover-up trial. 
The case ranks among the 
most im portant decisions the 
court has ever been asked to 
m ake. It involves the basic 
separation of powers between 
the executive and the judicial 
branches of government. 
Among the issues Jaworski 
asked 
the 
court 
to 
decide 
Friday w ere whether the courts 
could 
order 
a 
president 
to 
comply with a subpoena for 
evidence in a crim inal case and 
whether the President or the 
courts could determ ine what

“executive 
privilege.” In short, Jaworski 
said, “whether the President is 
amenable to the judicial pro­ 
cess.” 
The issues are virtually the

nine of Nixon s tapes for the 
W atergate grand jury. The case

Nixon Appealed

the first antipope, challenging 
the reign of Saint Calixtos I 
and was exiled to Sardinia.

Indiana Outdoors

It took a determined effort on 
the part of a couple of ‘ ‘Yankees ’ ’ 
to win the Indiana State Team 
Bass Tournament at Lake Mon­ 
roe, but Steve Gorrell and Jun­ 
ior Hoheimer held onto the first- 
day lead to take home first ^phite large size Big B. The Car­ 
pi ace and $3,000. 


Gorrell of Gas City had Ho­ 
heimer of Fafannount caught 
more than 20 pounds of large- 
mouth bass during the two days 
of fishing on the state’s largest 
impoundment to become the first 
anglers from the northern half 
of the state to win the three-year 
old tournament. 


"We came d.owrn on Thursday 
to find the fish and they were 
w here we found them before the 
tournament,” said Gorrell who 
sported a “lucky” sweatshirt 
during the tournament—a moth- 
eaten blacll shirt which he be­ 
lieves brought him luck. And, 
while Hoheimer didn’t have the 
hole-ridden shirt, he didn’t want 
to change any item of his fish­ 
ing attire, either. 
“1 wasn't about to change 
clothes today,” said Hoheimer 
at the awards presentation held 
at tournam ent headquarters 
near the Outright ramp area. 
The twosome led the tourna­ 
ment after the first day of fish­ 
ing by weighing in 12 pounds, 
six ounces of bass. They caught 
seven more pounds of bass the 
second day to hold onto their 
lead and edge the second phase 
finishers, Ed Carper and Jerry 
Keener of Bloomington, by a. 
scant 10O points. 
Points were awarded on a 10 
points per ounce basis. 
Gorrell said that he and his 
partner took their bass on the 


Big O, one of the so-called “fat 
plugs.” Hoheimer was casting a 
medium size Big O with chaur- 
truese coloration. He said, how­ 
ever, that he did. take a few 
fish on a plastic worm. 
Carper also produced his catch 
on another of the fat plugs—a 


per-Keener team was in fourth 
place after the first day of fish­ 
ing, but Carper landed three 
bass in the three-pound class on 
Sunday to move into second. 


Both the first and second 
place teams took their fish from 
below the Ind. 446 causeway. 
That makes the first time a 
major tournament has been won 
on Lake Monroe by anglers fish­ 
ing that end of the lake. 
There weren’t many fish tak­ 
en during the tournament mea­ 
suring up to the state’s 14-inch 
minimum size limit on large- 
mouth bass, but nearly all of 
'the 232 anglers in. the contest 
reported catching a lot of basS 
in the 10 to 13 inch class. 


“I must have caught 30 or 
40 bass, but none of them were 
14 inches,” said Dan Basore of 
Indianapolis, a pre-tourney fav­ 
orite on the strength of his 1971 
win of the only national bass 
tournament held on Lake Mon­ 
roe. 


Dick Burdsal, anotherlndiana- 
polis angler, took home $300 for 
taking the largest bass of the 
tournam* it—a 
five-pound, 
three-ounce lunker th at he 
caught, on a blue plastic worm... 
The team, tournament was the 
second major tournament held 
in the state under the Indiana 
Department of Natural Resourc­ 
es’ fishing tournament regula­ 


tions, and DNR officials were 
pleased. 
“ I thought it was an excel­ 
lent. tournament myself,” said 
G. T. “Bill” Donceal, director 
of the DNR’s reservoir manage­ 
ment division. 
The flying start which result­ 
ed in two accidents in the 1973 
tournament was eliminated this 
year with all contestants begin­ 
ning in. the idle zone area above 
the Ind. 446 causeway. And the 
number of boats was cut from 
350 of previous years to 116 this 
year. 
All fish taken during the tour­ 
nament were kept in live wells 
by tournament anglers, and most 
of the fish taken survived for 
release back into Lake Monroe. 
An aerated holding tank, was 
utilized to keep tournament fish 
at the weighing site, and ang­ 
lers were required to carry their 
fish to weigh-in from their boats 
in coolers filled with lake water. 


This yea r’s Sportsm an.ship 
Award went to Chester Bran­ 
ham of Indianapolis who loan­ 
ed his expensive bass boat to 
another angler during the con­ 
test. 
“Their were so many instanc­ 
es of good sportsmanship that 
we had a hard time deciding 
who to give the award to,” said 
tournam ent coordinator Nor- 
mand Horn of Bloomington, a 
member of the sponsoring Hoo- 
sier Bass Masters of Blooming­ 
ton. 
A total of $10,000 in prize 
money and trophies went to en­ 
trants in what will be the last 
major tournament .in the state 
until the Indiana Bass Associa­ 
tion’s individual state champion­ 
ship event is held this fall on 
Salomonie Reservoir.

Fred Corcoran, Snead’s close 
friend and manager for nearly 
four decades, recalls the 1947 
playoff with Lew Worsham at 
Clayton, Mo., after both he and 
Snead tied over the regulation 
distance. 


“They came to the

green and Sam walked up to 
his putt,” says Corcoran. “He 
already had taken his putting 
stance when Worsham said, 
’wait a minute, let’s have ’em 
measured.”* 
Snead stepped back and the 
officials measured. 
He Missed

away, anyway,” says Corcoran. 
“His ball was thirty-and-a-half

The release of the White 
House transcripts created a 
journalistic gold mine. The 
important strikes have been 
mined 
and 
minted 
and 
distributed, to the public for it to 
decide the intrinsic value. 
There will be additional finds 
as time goes by — finds which 
yield worthwhile nuggets. But 
by now the public should have a 
general impression of the type 
of ore that is being brought from 
the mine. 
For those who hold to the 
innocence of the President there 
have 
been 
invaluable 
discoveries: Nixon's chief 
accuser. John Dean, was not 
candid in his testimony on 
several 
key points. 
The 
President was upheld in his 
earlier statements that Dean 
was not completely truthful with 
him as Watergate unraveled. 
Yet 
there 
were 
other 
discoveries — discoveries for 
those on the side of the 
President that yielded fools 
gold. These discoveries have 
been demoralizing for many. 
William Randolph Hearst Jr. 
wrote recently that the tran­ 
scripts reveal Nixon as a man 
with a “moral blind spot.” 
Hearst said that the tran­ 
scripts “add up to as damning a 
document as it is possible to 
imagine short of an actual in­ 
dictment. Thev reveal a man 


Otó' 
totally absorbed in the cheapest 
and sleaziest kind of conniving 
to preserve the appearance and 
almost totally unconcerned with 
ethics.” 
Hearst concluded that “It is 
hard for me to imagine why 
any informed person would not 
see the inevitability of im­ 
peachment.” 
Jude Wanniski, a member of 
the Wall Street Journal’s 
editorial staff, reached the 
opposite conclusion. In a recent 
article he stated “The tran­ 
scripts indicate (the President) 
did not begin sensing the full 
dimensions of the cover-up until 
mid-April 1973, and that he had 
only bits and pieces of the story 
in March of that year, when 
John Dean began to spill the 
beans, 
“This is why the President 
will not be impeached. He may 
not be ‘innocent’ but he is a 
thousand times less guilty ’ than 
the people have imagined him to 
be.” 
The transcripts have not 
ended the debate about Nixon’s 
involvement in Watergate. They 
have given impetus to the in­ 
tensify of the debate. It is likely 
that the transcripts, barring any 
similar disclosures, will serve 
as a fascinating cafeteria of fact 
and contradiction for a long, 
long time.

The HOOSIER DAY 
By Donald White 


Maybe it’s old fashioned, but I 
firmly believe every candidate 
should be familiar with the 
duties of, and have a program to 
improve the office sought. 
Marion County Democratic 
Chairman William M. Schreiber 
held a news conference to an­ 
nounce his decision to seek the 
nomination as Secretary of 
State. The decision, along with 
all events leading up to the 
announcement, had been well 
covered days in advance by the 
local media, An afternoon 
meeting with incumbent Larry 
A. Conrad the day before the 
announcement sought to reach 
agreement. Schreiber would not 
run if Conrad would drop out, 
and they could support a neutral 
candidate. 
When Conrad announced he 
was in the race to stay, 
Schreiber became the fourth 
announced Democratic can­ 
didate. Wabash attorney Robert 
McCallen, was the first to an­ 
nounce, soon followed by in­ 
cumbent 
Conrad. 
State 
Representative B. Patrick 
Bauer of South Bend, an­ 
nounced, claiming Conrad’s 
problems would detract from 
the real state issue, which 
should be1 Governor Otis R, 
Bowen’s tax program. 
The tax program could well 
become a major issue in the 
state election, influencing the 
control of the State Legislature. 
Two Democrats who jumped 
party lines to vote for the 
program were defeated in bids 
for party renomination. Senator 
James M. Plaskett of New 
Washington, had served since 
1963' 'before defeat in the May 
primary. Robert E. Mahowald 
of South Bend served as a state 
Representative in 1965, with 
election to the Senate in 1967. 
Both voted for the property tax 
relief program in 1973 in the 
close votes requiring par­ 
tid pa t i on 
by Li euten a n t 
Governor Robert Orr to carry. 
During the 1972 election 
campaign, I grew tired of 
candidates for every office from, 
dogcatcher to Superintendent of 
Public Instruction being asked 
for their plans on tax restruc­ 
turing. All answered, with none 
pointing out the office they 
sought had no jurisdiction in the 
area and little influence. 
Schreiber’s prepared statement 
turned back the clock to 1972. 
In the major thrust of his 
short statement, he said: “I 
believe that all people in 
Indiana deserve to know that 
$4.4 million in Revenue Sharing 
funds were misused to pay a 
cost overrun on the Indianapolis 
Sports Arena; that, as early as 
1969. Indianapolis Mayor Lugar 
was advocating the local option 
tax; that the senatorial cam­ 
paign of Lugar is financed, in 
part, by a slush fund supported 
by municipal contractors.” 
Office of Secretary of State 
does not receive, nor have 
anything to do with Revenue 
sharing 
funds 
or 
the 
Indianapo 1 is Sports Arena. 
Lugar may have advocated 
local option, but his county was 
not among the one-third 


adopting such a tax. The media 
pointed out Lugar was not a 
candidate for the same office. 
Schreiber said: “I think the 
central question that will he 
confronting the delegates is 
which candidate for Secretary 
of State can wage an aggressive 
campaign this fall. I suspect 
that I might have an advantage 
as I would not necessarily be 
answering charges, nor be on 
the defensive throughout the 
campaign. I think that I could 
put Mayor Lugar on the 
defensive in fact, and he ought 
to be right there. His record in 
Indianapolis is not one that's 
going to sell the voters in 
Indiana.” 
Asked how many more 
Democrats might announce, 
Schreiber replied: “it may 
become less before it becomes 
more.’’ This could be in­ 
terpreted as indicating not all 
will continue in the reace when 
they see Conrad has serious 
opposition. 
Traditionally, attorneys seek 
the office of Secretary of State, 
closely involved with legal 
matters such as Corporations, 
Securities, filing of financial 
statements as security, and 
election and lobbying reports. 
Schreiber said: “I am not a 
lawyer. It has not hindered me 
in politics elsewhere, and I 
would anticipate it would not 
hinder me in seeking the office 
of Secretary of State. ” There is 
no Constitutional requirement 
for a legal background for the 
office. 
Schreiber said: The great 
over-riding problem over the 
years is the fact that it has been 
conceived as being a stepping 
stone to higher office. I think we 
need to elect somebody who is 
willing to serve and wants to be 
Secretary of State and do a good 
job for the sake of that office. I 
would serve the full term.” 
He pledged he would place 
tighter controls on long distance 
telephone calls, one source of 
Conrad’s multiple problems. 
Schreiber concluded: “If the 
status quo continues and is not 
cleared up, the whole ticket in 
Marion County and elsewhere is 
in jeopardy.”
